The papers filed June 6, 2006 did not include any amendments to the claims. The rejections of claims 1, 7-11, 15, 17, and 37-44 for 
the reasons set forth in the final rejection of April 5, 2006 are maintained. 

It is acknowledged that Applicants assert that the action of April 5, 2006 was improper in its finality. In support of said assertion, 
Applicants specifically argue that the rejection of claims 1 t 15, and 37-43 under 35 USC 103(a) over Roman et al in view of Powell et al 
or Lasker et al is improperly final. Applicants argue that the subject matter of said claims was not newly introduced by the amendement 
of January 10, 2006, but is the same as that presented in the originally filed claims 12 and 13. 

Applicants' arguments are not found to be persuasive. It is pointed out that claims 12 and 13 were restricted in the 
Restriction/Election of April 19, 2005, claims 12 and 13 were not elected and said restriction was not contested by Applicants in their 
response of June 17, 2005, claims 12 and 13 were withdrawn and not examined by the Examiner in the Action of July 14, 2005, and 
claims 12 and 13 were cancelled by Applicants in their response of January 10, 2006.
